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Provide a dilator, sheath, a hollow tipped needle, a guide wire, and a catheter and a capping device. 



Probe the area to be catheterized* 



Make an incision near the vessel to be catheterized. 



Insert the needle into the vessel to be catheterized. 



Insert the guide wire through the needle into the vessel to be catheterized. 



Remove the needle by sliding the needle longitudinally over the guide wire. 



Insert the dilator and sheath into the vessel by inserting the proximal end of the guide wire into the 
proximal end of the dilator and sliding the dilator and sheath longitudinally along the guide wire 
until the distal end of the dilator is in the area to be catheterized. 



Remove the guide wire from the patient. 



Rotate the dilator about its longitudinal axis in relation to the sheath, thereby 
unthreading the male portion of dilator hub from the female portion of the sheath hub. 



Slide the dilator proximally in relation to the sheath until the dilator is removed from the sheath.

Insert the catheter into an opening in the proximal end of the sheath; slide the catheter distally through 
the sheath until the distal tip of the catheter is in the area to be catheterized. 



Remove the sheath from around the catheter by simultaneously pulling the sheath in a proximal 
direction while grasping the sheath hub by the winged tabs and pulling the winged tabs away from 
each other, thereby separating the sheath into two split portions, while applying a distal force to the 
proximal surface of the angular portion of each tab and a proximal force to the distal surface of the 
perpendicular portion of each tab. 



Pull the two split portions of the sheath proximally over the catheter from the patient while leaving 
the sheath in position so that the distal tip of the sheath is in the area to be catheterized.
